The term “enamel” in tl 
metal (usually copper). Pow¬ 
dered glasses or glazes are 
arranged on the copper form 
which in turn is placed in 
a preheated kiln for a short 
“fusing” period. 

This process may be re¬ 
peated several times on one 
piece in order to build up 
and overlay colors. All of the 
Ames works on display are 
enamels. 

Arthur Ames combines an 
ability to paint and draw 
with a sure technical facility 
to come up with some beau¬ 
tifully decorative pieces. He 
has that deceptive ease of 
“delivery” which allows the 
viewer the full charge of ex¬ 
pression without burdening 
him with the technique in¬ 
volved. 

ARTHUR'S COLORS are 

crisp and vibrant and his 
deft drawing reveals a gen¬ 
tle humor which gives the 
subjects an immediate sig¬ 
nificance. 

The jewel-like colors, bright 
and rich, take on an impor¬ 
tance of their own, perhaps, 
because there is a quality in 
enamels found no pl'ace else 
in the arts or even in na¬ 
ture. Brilliant combinations 
of transparent, translucent 
and opaque colors in vary¬ 
ing depths, actually three 
dimensional, are possible. 

FOR ME, the plate with 
the blue face is the “gem” 
of the show. The painting of 
the face fits happily the con¬ 
tour of the plate. The piece 
is almost startling in its ap¬ 
peal, yet it has a quiet 
depth that suggests a long, 
long life.

With the coming of chilly weather, cases of carbon 
monoxide gas poisoning that are caused by unvented gas 
heaters or improperly ventilated dwellings will probably 
increase in occurrence. Strict attention should therefore 
household appliances 
Gas poisoning gives no 
warning and frequently oc¬ 
curs while the individual is 
sleeping. Since it is taste¬ 
less and generally odorless, 
the victim is usually not 
alerted to the danger and 
simply fails to awaken or, in 
some cases, is overcome be¬ 
fore he can help himself. 

Although unvented heat¬ 
ers are most often the cause 
of such fatalities, they occa¬ 
sionally occur in the case of 
vented heaters when the 
vent is not functioning prop¬ 
erly or is not vented to the 
outdoors.

able. Certainly no one should 
ever sleep in a room where 
an unvented gas heater is 
burning. 

Cracked or broken radi¬ 
ants should be replaced, and 
it is also important that 
they remain in proper posi¬ 
tion at all times during 
heating. It is also advisable 
to make certain that the 
heater is connected to the 
gas supply with an approved 
metal tubing. 

UNVENTED GAS heaters 
are not the only kind that 
can be dangerous. Forced air 
heaters and other vented 
units that heat with gas must 
be maintained properly in 
order to remain safe. The ut¬ 
most care is called for in 
replacing and securing all 
parts of a forced air heater 
after a new filter pad has 
been installed or the unit 
has been otherwise worked 
on. 

However, the greatest dan¬ 
ger is the unvented gas 
heater, and the best protec¬ 
tion against carbon monox¬ 
ide gas poisoning is to get 
rid of them. The proper in¬ 
stallation of an improved- 
type vented heater is an ex¬ 
cellent investment in safety.

DURING THE LAST three 
winter seasons, 14 accidental 
deaths due to carbon mon¬ 
oxide gas poisoning from 
gas heaters occurred within 
the jurisdiction of the Coun¬ 
ty Health Department. Only 
two of these deaths happen¬ 
ed in a motel or trailer; the 
remainder occurred in dwell¬ 
ings. 

In less severe cases of this 
type of poisoning, the indi¬ 
vidual may become aware of 
the existing hazard by a 
feeling of grogginess, a se¬ 
vere headache, or abdominal 
cramps. 

Whether fatal or no, all 
cases of gas poisoning that 
are caused by improperly op¬ 
erating gas heaters are un¬ 
necessary. Gas appliances 
can easily be checked for 
safe burning characteristics 
before use. 

This service may be ob¬ 
tained from the various gas 
companies or from a local 
gas appliance store.
